Washington, Aug. |9.—The gov¬ 
ernment* Income tax cave against 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, exe¬ 
cuted for the kidnap murder of 
the Lindbergh baby, has been 
settled by the filing of a stipula¬ 
tion by his widow with the board 
HMrft appeals. 

Mrs. Anna Hauptmann, as execu¬ 
trix of her husband's estate, ad¬ 
mitted Hauptmann owed addi¬ 
tional Income taxes of SI 11 for 
193? and 81.72* for |933. 

Hauptmann had been charged 
with a deficiency of $117 for 1932 
and $3,283 for 1933, together with 
penalties and Interest which ag¬ 
gregated $93178 for two years. The 
stipulation was dated August 3.

Deliveries 
of wheat at country elevators have 
been heavy. 

Precipitation over the southern 
areas was light with heavy showers 
in northern district*, particularly in 
Alberta. Temperatures continued 
above normal In all districts during 
the last week. Stem rust of wheat la 
fairly common and will probably 
cause some Injury. Wheat-stem saw- 
fly la doing considerable damage in 
southern Alberta, particularly In 
areas of good crop. Oraaahoppen 
have migrated to the good-crop 
areas, doing some damage .to wheat 
but more serious on coara* grains. 

Injury to wheat has been lessened > 
by the rapid ripening.

Hesitantly advancing this romantic 
theory m a sober and technical report 
of her excavations. Miss Lamb tells 
the evidence. She found a great fire 
blackened and reddened the soil 
■round the mound where the town 
stood In Bronze Age days. Pottery the 
town folk used la Identified as archae¬ 
ological evidence that the fire oc¬ 
curred no later than 1300 B.C. That 
would be Jim before the Trojan siege 
according to tha moat usual dating 

"If we turn to Book Nine of the 
Iliad." says Mias Lamb, "we find an 
allusion to Achillea' raid on Lesbos. 


whch may. a# Professor My res points 
out. have been a necessary strategic 
prelude to Abe capture of Troy. This 
event also Is believed to. have occurred 
about 1300 B.C. Readers may press 
the attractive coincidence or point 
out Its weakness according to their 
taste" 

Whether the latest discoveries up¬ 
hold Homer or not. they have revealed 
a town not far across the water from 
Troy, that came under the influence 
of powerful Troy and acquired Its 
styles and Ideas of culture. 

Five layers of ruins have been ex¬ 
cavated. tbe oldest dating to perhaps 
3200 B.C.. when the pre-historic com¬ 
munity worked bedly at stone 
weapons, artistically with clay, and 
bad a primitive knowledge of working 
metal. 

They built atone houses with no 
defensive walla around — a sign of 
peaceful times. And they raised 
goats, pigs end probebly oxen.

carried out our pledges. We have co¬ 
operated with Industry to secure wider 
markets and extend payrolls; our 
minimum wage and hour* of wor k 
acta have added millions to the an¬ 
nual payroll, and are have carried out 
nubile undertakings of various char¬ 
acter to the extent that we hare been 
able with the money available.”

AID FOB CITIES 

In regard to municipalities, "we 
have been of considerable asstatanoe.
